We expected, at 
least, that an “Irish Brigade” would have been en- 
rolled on the spot, and the clink of donations would 
have drowned the applause. No such thing. Im- 
petuous speakers and impulsive youths alike con- 
tented themselves with adopting an address, very 
dutiful, very sympathising, and very loyal, to their 
sovereign lord the Pope. If we know anything of 
Antonelli, he would much prefer the sonorous ring 
of solid ducats to the windy phrases engrossed upon 
calfskin. 

Louis Napoleon has had a more formidable enemy 
to cope with than a Young Men's Society. He has 
in his dominions an army of forty thousand Priests, 
quite as ready to preach sedition against him, as they 
were to preach sedition for him. There are Bishops 
who would chant a Te Deum on his fall as heartily as 
they sang upon his accession. Fifty-nine of these 
Bishops muttered a remonstrance, in the shape of 
charges, not ia France, for the Univers was warned. 
The mind of three-fourths of France, at the present 
moment, is in the hands of a Priesthood infinitely 
more unlettered, and consequently more dangerous 
than the Irish Priesthood; yet, Louis Napoleon 
placed his hand upon them all and they were silenced, 
for they felt the talons through the velvet. The 
address will scarcely move this man of the iron mask. 
Will this address influence the Bolognese, who ought 
to know something of the Pope’s Government, seeing 
they have lived under it? For close upon eight 
centuries, ever since Pope Julius, sword-in-hand, 
mounted the breaches of Mirandola and anticipated 
the massacre of Perugia, the Emilian provinces have 
teen left to the undisturbed teachings of the Roman 
Court. The dissatisfaction and discontent prevailing 
there are chronic. Only by the strong hand of 
Austria or France has revolution been put down. 
Will the address of a Young. Men's Society teach them 
to rest silent and suffering under the loss of liberties 
which these young men pride themselves in having 
won? Will Garibaldi, that chief of Freebooters;“ 
will Fanti, that leader of whom the Pope's legionaries 
have a wholesome dread, pause with uplifted sword, 
while the Pontiff stretches out this sorry scroll of 
parchment as a shield ? 

On reading the speeches, one is struck with this 
fact, that their vituperative eloquence was all direc- 
te against our own Government. Every Cabinet, 
no matter what element prevailed in its construction, 
is assailed. Whig, Tory, or Radical—even a mixture 
of all, come under ban. All the old penal disabilities 
are raked up and paraded. The old stagers call to 
mind the diatribes of Dan O'Connell, without the 
“repeal of the Union,” and vociferate against an era 
which has passed away into nothingness. The 
younger speakers borrow their tone fram their elders, 
and clank imaginary chains, symbolical of imaginary 
grievances. What is all this for? Is England, a 
Protestant nation, to go to war against France, be- 
cause France demands of the Pope those changes 
“which he only waits an opportune moment to in- 
“stitute?” Or, are we to war upon Sardinia, Garibaldi, 
and the population, to reinstate the Papal power in the 
Legations? Are we to form an alliance with Austria that 
the Emilian provinces may return to the sway of 
the cardinalate ? Or, are we to “run a raid” against 
all the world, that four millions of genuine Roman 
Catholics may be sacrificed for the benefit of 100 mil- 
lions of foreigners, who regard Rome as the Ma- 
hometans do Mecca, but would not like to live 
there ? 

To the Roman Catholic Sovereigns and his own 
people we leave his Holiness. If they insist upon 
changes, it seems rather absurd in a society of 
“ Young Men” to express their abhorrence of that 
reform which they who ought to know the Papal 
power best deem necessary for the peace of Europe. 
What would these young men have thought if, 
during the struggle for Emancipation, the youths of 
Bologna had despatched an address of condolence 
to William the Fourth, and expressed their 
horror of malcontents who had no reverence for his 

authority. We may forgive in old men and in the 

Priesthood the platitudes of Nestor or the prolixity 

of Phenix. From young men we look for some- 
thing more practical and active. If they do not levy 
an Irish Brigade of one hundred thousand men 

or more, why not send that which buys men? There 
are some wandering Swiss still left, and not a few 
self-exiled Germans who left their country for their 

country's good. By all means let them replenish the 

exhausted Roman exchequer. It is easy to pen an 

address of condolence, and engross it on parchment : 

it is a matter of a very few shillings. Being practi- 

cal journalists, we expect from young men some- 

thing practical, and by the amount of their donations 
we can have a tangible test of the depth of their 

sympathy.

thereby alone could a great international difficulty 


actuated solely by the morbid desire of revenging 
an old grudge by the ruin, if possible, of a neigh- 
bouring empire, who, so far from reciprocating such 
savage sentiments, sighed as she drew the sword from 
the scabbard, and with deep reluctance, though 
without a shadow of fear, stood forth in her own 
defence. Such we believe to be the exact state 
of the case at the present juncture; that it can re 
main so for long is impossible. If so foul a deed is 
to be done with the sanction of any of the European 
Powers, some pretence should be found to hide 
the glaring iniquity from eyes whose interest it may 
be to see nothing. There will be no great difficulty 
about this. The wolf in the fable was at no loss to 
establish a ground of quarrel against the lamb, and 
whether the materials will be found in the approaching 
Congress, in the Spanish war with Morocco, or in 
some other diplomatic question yet unborn, the as- 
tute Emperor of the French will not want opportuni- 
ties for a declaration of war. Whatever farce he may 
think it necessary to enact, in order to give a show of 
justice to his aggression, this will be of but slight 
importance to the real question. The main point to 
be remembered is this, that whatever cause may be 
hereafter trumped up, it is undeniable that the French 
nation had determined upon a war with England at a 
time when there was no question at issue between 
the two Empires. 

Being thus forewarned, we should take care to be 
forearmed; the attitude which France has unmis- 
takably assumed is one which justifies us in any 
measures we may think fit to adopt in order to pro- 
vide for the country’s defence; nor need we pay 
much attention to foreign expostulations, made on 
account of our increased naval and military prepara- 
tion, where such increase is so obviously a defensive 
measure. We suspect we have but little time for 
what we have to do-“ L' Empire c'est Tepee“ is now, 
of necessity, the motto of Napoleon, and in that ne- 
cessity lies our answer. Europe knows that Eng- 
land's policy is peace, but there are times when peace 
must bear a glaive instead of an olive branch. At 
the present day England is morally mistress of the 
position; it rests with her rulers to exercise an 
anxious care that she shall continue to be so, under 
whatever pretence hostilities may be forced upon her, 
so that when the lists are open, and the heralds cry 
“ laissez aller we may with confidence go forth to 
the fight with our old and glorious battle-cry--- 
“ God defend the right.” 


And what part may Ireland be expected to take in 
the approaching struggle, either for offence or de- 
fence? Are we to be left to take care of ourselves? 
Is this most exposed portion of her Majesty's do- 
minions to be afforded no further protection than 
that of its martello towers, which, as Sir Boyle 
Roche observed, seem to be built solely for the pur- 
pose of puzzling posterity? If not, it must be ad- 
mitted that Government is carrying forward its 
measures of defence with wondrous secrecy. An in-

W hat, then, is the intention of the British Govern-

These 
are questions which it behoves Ministers to answer 
right speedily ; and, in the meantime, it becomes the 
duty of loyal Irishmen, of all shades of politics and 
creed,to furnish data which may assist them in their de- 
liberations. The difficulty with Government as regards 
Irishmen, is to know how far they may be trusted: 
Can Irishmen themselves do nothing to relieve the 
public mind from anxiety on this head? The exis- 
tence of arebel party among us, be it great or be it 
small, is not a matter of mere conjecture; a rebel 
press cannot be supported without rebellious readers, 
and we all know with what effrontery sedition is eir- 
culated through the land. We are no alarmists, and 
repudiate the idea that these journals represent the 
real feeling of the country ; but it is high time that 
the relative strength of the loyal and the traitorous 
should be ascertained. This is no moment for halting 
between two opinions. The question is not between 
Roman Catholicity and Protestantism. The party 
cries of Whig, Tory, or Radical are quite beside the 
question. Loyal or disloyal are the only test-words, 
and, therefore, it is the bounden duty of all whose 
patriotism revolts from foreign aggression to avail 
themselves of all constitutional means, whether by 
the agency of the press, by public meetings through- 
out the country, or by private influence, to inform 
our rulers as to what they may expect from us in the 
day of trial.

The Rev. James Rogers next addressed the meeting, 


and was received with loud applause. He sai 
that the Protestant Orphan Society had peculiar 
claims of support upon all their Protestant 
(Hear, hear.) If it were important to set 

the minds of Roman Catholics, 

it was not less important to set truth before the Protes- 
tant mind. If they respected the value of an immortal 
son!, was not the immortal soul ofa Protestant child as 
valuable as that of a Roman Catholic?and thus, whatever 
argument could be used to force upon public attention 
the claims of a Missionary Society, they applied with 
equal torce to the Protestant Orphan Society. (Hear, 
hear.) There was one particular consideration which 
should influence them—the danger which these orphans 
were in of suffering the loss of their souls. 
In looking over the report of the society, they would 
find that it owed its origin to a fact that was almost of 
every-day occurrence, A poor widow was left “ith two 
children, without any means of supporting them, and she 
was induced togive them upto the conductors of a Roman 
Catholic Orphan Society in this city. It was not many 
weeks since he was called on to visit a poor Protestant 
family. The mother was lying hopelessly sick on her bed. 
She had a child beside her who was also sick, and there 
were two or three others ruuning about the house. He 
spoke to the woman about a hope beyond the grave, but 
she shook her head, and said she had no hope. 
He asked her did she ever hear of the sal- 
vatim promised by the Saviour? She said 
she had, but that she had no faith. He asked her had 
she a Bible? and she said she believed there was one in 
the house; and on looking about he discovered a Bible 
on a shelf, thickly covered with dust. He began to 
read to her about the Woman of Samaria, and after 
quoting some passages of comfort, especially from 
Timothy, she at length said she believed, and a ray of 
hope not only beamed on her face, but on the face of the 
little one beside her. What was the history of this 
woman who had displayed such spiritual wretchedoess ? 
She and her husband came from London, and having 
got employment in the Gas Works, went to live in a 
Roman Catholic house. They were induced to 
gu to mass Sunday after Sunday, and would have 
gone altogether to mass, and become rank Romanists, but 
that there happened to be a Protestant woman in the 
neighbourhood, who, seeing the dangers to which this 
poor family were being exposed, brought them to the 
controversial class in Townsend-street, where they heard 
several discussions, and thus they were saved from moral 
destruction. (Hear, hear.) Her husband hed since 
fallen sick, and though he was always a professed Pro- 
testant, his name was entered on the registry of the 
hospital into which he went as a Roman Catholic, (Oh, 
oh!) There were many societies connected with the 
Church of Rome of this description, and it was a singular 
thing that it was not until within the last thirty years 
Protestants should have thought of this simple method of 
preserving their own children from the fangs of the des- 
troyer. (Hear, hear.) He found, on looking over the an- 
nual report, that the parish of St. Nicholas stood very high 
in its exert ions on behalf of the Protestant Orphan Society. 
(Hear, hear.) There was only one parish above it in contri- 
butions ; and therefore, in point of honour, they ought 
to persevere in the good course they had so well com- 
menced, and continue their exertions to keep the:nselves 
at the head of the list of contributors. (Hear, hear.) 
They found that God was blessing the society, not only in 
the matter of funds, but in their being able tosend the 
orphans to respectable trades, and thus give them an 
opportunity ofearning an independent livelihood. ( Hear, 
hear.) The society did not employ the alms at its dispo- 
sal merely in supporting the orphans, but it encouraged 
that spirit which was oneof the characteristics of 
Protestantism—an independent spirit, which did not 
allow men to be a burthenon their neighbours ; and 
the orphans were not only trained to industry, but 
instructed in the truth of that religion which made them 
wise to salvation. (Applause.) If our Saviour, at the 
expense of all the toils of a most toilsome life, at the 
expense of that agony and bloody sweat in the Garden 
Gethsemane, at the expense of his own excruciating 
pangs on the Cross, at the expense of his own last

TEA MEETING AT YORK-STREET. 

An anniversary wires was held yesterday evening i 
York-street Chapel. The meeting was attended by a 
very numerous assembly of ladies and gentlemech, for 
whom tea and cakes were provided. 

The lev. Dr. Urwick, in addressing the meeting, said 
that twelve months ago the jubilee meeting of the 
«poning of York-street Chapel had been held in that room. 
Ile knew not what impression that meeting had made 
upon the minds of those who attended, but he trusted 
that by this time they had made great progress. After 
some further observations upon the objects for which 
they had met that evening, Dr. Urwick intimated that 
the Rev. Mr. Allon had kindly consented to take a part 
iu the proceedings of the evening. 

Mr. Allon, in coming forward, said that he really felt 
in rather an awkward position, as he was unable to per- 
ceive any topic upon which he could address the meet- 
ing. However, since he had promised to say something, 
he was determined to abide by his word. (A laugh.) 
He was happy to see so large and united an assembly 
before him. It was, indeed, a sign of Christian enter- 
prise. In allusion to the religious feeling which was 
every day spreading through Ireland, Mr. Allon said 
that the same spirit was gradually taking root in Eng- 
land. He thought that if they studied the indications 
of the times, they would come to the conclusion that 
these mysterious awakenings were not limited to any 
one church in particular. There seemed to have 
been for a long tima a silent working fn the hearts of all 
congregations, ar; then a sudden outburst of great re- 
ligious sym ,athy. As an instance, he would 
mention that in bis congregation certain 
Perseus had, by their over promptings, organised 
“pecial prayer meetings, which were held from six 
to seven o'clock during several months in the 
year. Although the intense religious feeling which ex- 
isted in Ireland was not so fully developed on the other 
side of the Channel, yet a great work was going on 
there, as well as in many other places. He did not be- 
lieve the Church of England was ever so strong and 
healthy before as it was at persent ; and he knew for a 
fact, that within the last twenty-five years, the con- 

egational churches in England had doubled in foree. 
fle thought that one of the priestisms of which they 
had not been unable to divest themselves was the belief 
thet all the Christian work should be performed by the 
clergy. This was not so. They should exert themselves 
and recognise the doctrine of individual responsibility. 
Asan illustration of the progress which out-door preach- 
ing had made, he would mention that some 
time ago he was performing service in Surrey Chapel, 
and upon coming out he saw between 6,000 and 7,000 
persons surrounding a gentleman who was expounding 
the Scriptures to them. He believed that to the little 
church of Islington might be attributed many of the 
yreat benefits which were apparent in that locality.

The Royal Charter appears 
by the official register,which I nowhold in my hand, to 
have been the property of Messrs. Gibbs, Bright, & Co., 
as the registered owners, representing the Liverpool and 
Australian Navigation Company. 

Her official number was 355, and her registered ton- 
nage 2,154 78.100. She was built atSandycroft,in Flint- 
shire, in 1855, under the superintendence of Mr. 
Patterson, of Bristol. The learned gentleman, in conti- 
nuation, described the dimensions and general build 
of the ship, and, having done so, he said, that in this 
inquiry he apprehended that the size, the structure, and 
the materials of the vessel would form a very important 
feature in this investigation, and therefore he would 
take the liberty of reading from a work by the late Dr. 
Seoresby, edited by Professor. Smith of Cambridge, a 
further deseriptionof the vessel. He next adverted to the 
course of the vessel, from thetime she left Queenstown,to 
the moment when she struck and was wrecked in Moelfra 
Bay, full particulars of which are already before the 
public, as detailed at the inquest. Referring to her 
breaking up, he remarked that an iron ship, so shattered 
and knocked to pieces, would seem to indicate to 
nautical men a want ofstrength. He had named this to 
Mr. Tyndal Bright, who entirely denied her want of 
strength, and was p with evidence to that effect. 
The learned gentlemen then continued as follows :— 
As regards Captain Taylor, it is with extreme 
reluctance that I would throw out the slightest 
imputation on his memory, or that I would ask this court 
to review, in a spirit of cold censorship, his conduct as 
a mariner on the recent lamentable occasion. His grave 
is now in the sea, but the interests of the general com- 
munity, and more especially that in which I at present 
plead, demands that the conduct of Captain Taylor 
should be investigated, and, though mutilated and buried 
he may now be in the waters, I still apprehend that it 
is the duty and province of this court to scrutinise his 
conduct, as far as light can be thrown on it, witha re- 
gard to truth, and with the same anxiety for our fellow- 
creatures, as if Captain Taylor, instinct with life and pro- 
fessional pride, were here in court, seeking to protect that 
position which his previous acts would have authorised 
him to maintain. Upon these points I shall obtrude no 
opinions of myown. The whole circumstances will be 
judged of by a tribunal which, I am satisfied, will do 
justice. He concluded by expressing his confidence 
that the magistrate who presided, and Captain Harris, 
would alike do justice to the public and the memory of 
Captain Taylor. 

David Strongman, the quarter master (who was not 
examined at the inquest), was the first witness called. 
He said —1 was quarter-master on the Royal Charter 
for the last two voyages; we sailed from Melbourne on 
the 26th of August last; we hada good voyage until 
we came to the Irish coast; we landed some passengers 
at Queenstown, by the Petrel pilot-boat ; the passage

CHANCERY APPEAL COURT—Yesterpay. 
Sinclair v. Crawford. 

This was an appeal from an order of the late Lord Chan- 
cellor. Their lordships delivered separate judgments, hold- 
ing different opinions. The Lord Chancellor was of opi- 
nion that the appeal should be allowed, while the Lord 
Justice of Appeal was of opinion that it should be dis- 
missed. The result is, that the appeal stands allowed. 

Walker v. Taylor. 

In this case, which was argued some days since, and 

was then noticed, their lordships allowed the appeal. 
Leonard v. Leonard. 

This was an appeal from a judgment of the Master of 
the Rolls, overruling a decision of Master Lytton, upon 
the construction of a marriage settlement executed on 
the marriage of the respondent, Mary Leonard, the 
mother of the appellant, with her late husband, John 
Bunbury Leonard. John Bunbury Leonard was entitled 
in remainder to certain lands inthe county Carlow. In 
the lifetime of his mother, who was tenant for 
life, he married; and on his marriage pro- 
fessed, by marriage settlement, to entail and 
re-settle the lands without consent of the 
tenant for life. He accordingly conveyed the lands to 
trustees, to himself for life, with remainder in issue tail 
male, and created thereby a term of 300 years, to secure 
a jointure of £400 a year for his wife; and he provided 
that in case she should survive him, the trustees should, 
out of the rents and profits of the lands, pay this £400 
a year from, and immedistely after, the death of her 
husband. The husband died in the lifetime of his mother, 
and upon her death, last year, the son of Bunbury Leo- 
nard became entitled to the lands, as tenant in tail. The 
appellant, the widow, claims to be entitled to the arrears 
ot her jointure from the death of her husband, amount-

COURT OF COMMON PLEAS—YeEstTerpay. 
(Before the Full Court.) 
M‘Mahon v. Leonard. 

Mr. Macdonough, Q.C., moved that the writ of execution 
for the sum of 543“. le. 4d. which had been issued and 
levied against the plaintiff be set aside, as being impro- 
per, and contrary to law. The sum for which the exe- 
cution was levied was incurred by bringing the case 
to the House of Lords, who, in pronouncing judgment 
against the plaintiff, awarded the costs in the following 
terms :—“ That the defendant and the other parties 
named be adjudged entitled to recover, for their costs, 
charges, and damages, which they had sustained by rea- 
son of the delay of the execution of the judgment of 
reversal, the said sum of 543/ Is. 4d.” The Court of 
Exchequer Chamber had awarded a veniri de novo, which 
was the subject of the decision of the House of Lords; 
and counsel contended that, inasmuch as no judg- 
ment in execution could be ever issued upon a veniri de 
novo, the House of Lords had committed an error in fact, 
by awarding damages for the delay of the execution of 
a judgment which could not have been put into opera- 
tion. He also argued that an execution by ca. sa. could 
not be issued on the order of another court, no matter 
how high its authority. 

The case has not concluded.

The case has been already twice tried, without any re- 
sult, and the motion was now made by Mr. Serjeant 
Fitzgibbon, on the part of the defendant, who stated that 
the special jury panel was nearly exhausted, and that he 
would have a better chance of obtaining a fair trial in 
the county. 

Mr. Ryan opposed the motion, and it was refused, with 
costs—the plaintiff undertaking to have the jury se- 
lected according to the old practice. 

Lawrenson v. Hill. 

This was a motion to show cause against a rule nisi 
for a new trial obtained by the plaintiff. The action 
was brought against the defendant, a resident magistrate 
of the county of Longford, for having falsely and ma- 
liciously imprisoned the plaintiff upon a false charge 
of having stolen a key which belonged to pre- 
mises from which he had been ejected. 

This case was tried at the last Mullingar Assizes, and 
resulted in a verdict for the defendant, which the plain- 
tiff now sought to set aside.

Lakcexy.—James Collins, a carter in the employment 
of Mr. Patrick Sheridan, was indicted for having de- 
frauded him of the sum of sixpence, on the 4th of Novem- 
ber last. It appeared from the evidence of the prosecu- 
tor thatthe prisoner had been sent on several occasions 
to the gas house, for coke, and that he pretended 
to have given the same price for it, whereas he 
did not, the price having been latterly 
reduced; witness thought that he had lost, 
altogether, eighteen suillings, or l, by means of 
the fraudulent conduct of the prisoner. 

He was coavicted, and sentenced to three months’ 

imprisonment. 

Larceny. A deaf and dumb boy, named James 
Whelan, was indicted for having sto len a lambswool 
shirt, on the Sth of November, from the shop door of 
Mr. Kincaide, Great Brunswick-street. ‘The prisoner 
pleaded not guilty. The prosecutor proved t the 
article in question was his property, and Police-constable 
107 B deposed that he saw the prisoner snate, the 
shirt from the door, and conceal it under his coat. The 
prisoner was interrogated, by means of writing, with 
great care and patience by tie court, but the answers 
received were confu apd unsatisfactory. ‘The pri- 
soner, it appears was convicted before the magistrates 
three times before. 

He was found guilty, and sentenced to three months 
imprisonment. 

Larceny.—An old woman, named Anne Malone, was 
indicted for having stolen 2s. 4d., from a boy named 
Richard Flynn. The prisoner pleaded not guilty. Accord- 
ing to the evidence of the prosecutor, he had entered into 
conversation with the prisoner on the evening in ques- 
tion, when, by the peculiar attractions of her conversa- 
tion about old times and near relations, she conciliated 
his good-will so far as to induce him to bring her out 
and treat her, subsequently he put the aforesaid amount 
into a match-box in her presence, which he could not 
find there afterwards; he did not, however, see her take 
the money, and so far from admitting that she did take 
it, she declared that she could lend him money if he 
wanted it. Theevidence being insufficient to sustain 
the indictment, the jury acquitted the prisoner, who 
was then discharged. 

The Queen v. Mary Cooney, ‘Daniel Quinton, Edward 
Maginnis, and others. 

The prisoners in this case were tried in batches, and 
indicted for having stolen several bars of soap, altogether 
amounting to about six stone in weight, and for receiv- 
ing same, knowing it to be stolen. The soap was the 
property of the Messrs. O Farrell, chandlers, North 
King-street, and was taken from their stores on the 30th 
October. 

Mr. Charles Barry, Q.C., appeared for the Crown; 
and Messrs. Charles Fitzgerald, sen., and James Fitz- 
gerald, for some of the prisoners. Edward Maginnis 
pleaded guilty. 

John O'Keeffe, a porter in the employment of Messrs. 
O'Farrell, being examined, stated that on the day in 


question there was missed out of the store a quantity of 


crown soap; it was taken through the window, a pane 
of glasa lately put in having been shoved in for the pur- 
pose; the soap had been placed in a box— [a basket con- 
taining bars of the soap in question was here placed upon 
table |—the witness, having inspected it, swore that it 
was a portion of the soap stolen; he knew it 
by its superior quality and colour. 

Being cross-examined by Mr. Charles Fitz 
gerald, the witness stated that he knew the 
soap in question, because the bars were longer than 
usual; could not say whetber some of this soap was sold 
in Dublin; knew that some of it was sent to the country; 
other soapmakers might make soap of the same descrip- 
tion as that produced. 

To a Juror—There are no business marks upon the 
soap stolen, but he believed that the soap in the 
basket was a portion of it. 


Edward Hickey, being examined, stated that he 
lodged in Mrs. Cooney 's house, iu Church-street. On 
Sunday night, 30th October, about 11 o'clock, 
Edward Maginnis and John Kelly went into 
the room where he was, and produced two bars 
of soap, which they offered fur sale to Mrs. Cooney, who 
bought one bar for 6d., and the other for 4d. They 
subsequently entered the room with more soap for sale, 
but she declined to buy it, stating that she did not want it. 

Police-constable Joseph Clarke, 107 D, stated that he 
went into Mrs. Cooney’s house on the 30th Oct., having 
previously arrested some of the parties; having been 
on duty in North King-street, he observed that a pane 
of glass wasbroken in the window of Messrs. O Farrel!’s 
store, and that some soap was on the window-stool; having 
informed a party belonging to the house, he then got the 
assistance of other constables, with whom he concealed 
himself in a hall; after remaining a short time there, 
he perceived Francis Maginnis, brother of the prisoner 
Edward, coming up the street with a shawl about him; 
he passed by the window of the store first, then re- 
turned and placed his back to the window, where he 
remained for about one minute ; witness went over to 
him, and then proceeded to Mrs. Cooney’s house, in 
Church-street, where he found six boys playing 
cards ina room, and some men who were in bed ; 
while in the room, he saw Mrs. Cooney go over to the 
head of a bed, and place something under it; he 
then examined the place, and found five pieces of soap 
there, also six pieces in a basket covered with rags; on 
examining the cellar of the house, he found three bars 
of soap there too; he then examined the clothes of one 
of the boys, and found marks of soap upon them. Some 
other evidence having been taken, the case was referred 
to the jury. 

Mary Cooney was convicted, and sentenced to three
